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Transparency International ranked Georgia #1 in the world in the public's perception 
of the decrease in corruption, and #2 in the public's perception of the effectiveness 
of the government in combating corruption. 

The IMF recently raised its forecast for Georgian growth for 201 1 from 4.5 percent 
to 5.5 percent; raised its projection for foreign direct investment from $600 million to 
$700 million; and estimated 201 1 inflation of 8 percent, down from 1 1 .8 percent in 
December 2010.
